Full Featured Stereo 
For the 1964-65 
Falcon Deluxe Dash 


Dear Editor, 

I thought I would pass on this wonderful new development 
for the 1964-65 Deluxe Dash Falcons. Or, it at least the 
information is new to me. 

After 52 years a full featured stereo, with only minor 
modifications, is available for the 1964—65 Falcon Deluxe dash. 
The Custom Autosound slide bar stereo for 1965-66 Mustangs 
may be used to fit the 1964—65 Falcon dash. We have all 
waited along time for a full featured stereo head unit to fit our 


cars without cutting up the factory radio bezel. The product 
description states, "The Custom Autosound Slidebar Classic Car 
Radio features a bar that actuates the classic screen to make it 


display or disappear. It functions just like the bar did on original 
radios to change from AM to FM, but instead, it controls which 
face displays. The Slidebar radio features a digital tuner with 
300 watts of power (45 W x 4 RMS or constant), a USB port, a CD 
changer controller (CD Changer sold separately), the ability to 
add Bluetooth via a BluKit adapter and a direct iPod connection. 
In addition to the features just listed, the Slidebar radio is the 
only in-dash radio that we offer that has a subwoofer pre-out and 
multi-color display so that you can change the color of the display 
to match your digital gauges or simply to the color you prefer." 

In February 2001 The National Falcon News ran my article 
“For the Love Of My Baby." For an update to the information 
in that article, 17 years later, I will be attending the 2017 Nationals 
in California with that same car, now restored. I hope to see 
you there.

How To Convert USA-630 Slide Bar 
1964-66 Mustang/Falcon with standard 
dash to 1964-65 Falcon Deluxe dash 
with no bezel modifications: 


Note: slide bar function will be disabled 
for deluxe dash 


1) Remove display retaining nuts at 
control knobs. 


2) Lift display housing slightly, using a small 
screwdriver. Release two retaining tabs at 
each side of display and lift the display off 
over the control knobs. 


3) Remove the control knob retaining nuts and 
locking washer and push the controls back 
into the housing. 


4) Elongate the control knob holes in the 
housing 3/16" towards the top. 


5) Put controls back into their holes rotated 
90? so that the connectors are facing 
the display. 


6) Reinstall control locking washers tangs up 
and rotated 90°, elongated end towards 
display, and reinstall the jam nuts. 


7) Reinstall the display pushing down till you 
hear the retaining tabs engage. 


8) Reinstall the display retaining nuts using 
only one washer per side. Place one loose 
washer on top of the retaining nut for 
mounting into dash. This will set the radio to 
the proper depth for the Falcon dash. 


9) Set the slide bar to the digital display mode, DRIVE TH ROUG H TIME 


pushing right. From the left side using a small 


screwdriver, pry off the slide bar knob. WITH PEACE OF M I ND' 


The radio is now a true direct fit replacement 
for the 1964-65 Falcon Deluxe dash without any 
modification to the factory holes or bezel.

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U.S. Falcon Model 
Year Timeline 


1960 On September 21, 1959, the Ford Motor 
Company, in an unprecedented event, unveiled its 
new Falcon to newsmen throughout the country in a 
closed-circuit TV News Conference. It had style, riding 
comfort, room for six adults, and, above all, a service 
network of over 4,000 dealers. Initially a Falcon was 

to be an unembellished basic car. Only a two door and a four door sedan 
were offered and the upgrading options were limited. By January however, the 
station wagon and Ranchero were added to the line and choice was widened. 
The most significant was the Fordomatic automatic transmission. 





1961 A new optional engine appeared, providing 101 hp, the 170 six, in place 
of the standard 85 hp Falcon six. A new Sedan Delivery as well as Deluxe Body 
Trim for а new emphasis on“ Deluxe” as a sales aid. About one million Falcons 
were now on the road. 


1962 New styling and some new models, new luxury interior choices, new 
fuel and oil savings in improved versions of the Falcon six, and some new 
all-around economies included a new 30,000 mile radiator coolant. New 
models included the Squire Wagon, a new Station Bus and Club Wagon, and 
the Futura, an upgraded two-door sedan with standard bucket seats and a 
center console. In February, the 1962 Falcon line was again revised with the 
addition of a Futura Sports sedan with a roofline based on Thunderbird styling. 


1963 The Futura in both two door and four door models was introduced, but 
the Futura convertible as well as the Futura Sports convertible followed shortly 
by the Sprint convertible with the Falcon 170 special six engine, bucket seats, 
tachometer, and four speed manual transmission all standard. 


1963/2 In January of 1963, the addition of the Fairlane 260 cubic inch 
engine as a Falcon option was announced as part of the Company's 1963 
product line. This engine became standard in the Sprint hardtop and 
convertible replacing the big six and rendering those earlier six-cylinder 
Sprints rare indeed. 


1964 The body style changed from the“round” body to a“square” design. A 
new 200 cubic inch six in addition to the three engines offered in 1963. Little 
changed in the model lineup. 


1965 The 289 cubic inch V-8 option replaced both the Challenger and 

the Sprint versions of earlier 260 V-8. The Futura Sports coupe and Sports 
convertible were dropped although bucket seats were available in Futura 
hardtops and convertible. 1965 was the last year of aggressive marketing for 
the Falcon line and marked the end of the line's most interesting period. 


1966-70 Falcons were now limited to two door and four door models. 
Hardtops, convertibles, and Squire models were dropped. 1966 was also the 
last year for the Ranchero as a Falcon model. Little would change from 1968 
to early 1970. Only data plate numerical revisions seemed to constitute the 
Falcon's progress. 


1970'/2 An interesting event occurred as the Falcon line was coming to 
an end. Production terminated entirely on January 1, 1970. For a brief time 
thereafter, the 19702 Falcon was offered. The four door and station wagon 
were re-badged Fairlanes, with Falcon specific chrome, but the two door 
was unique to the Falcon line. The Torino and Fairlane lineup had two door 
vehicles, but they were fastbacks and hardtops. The Falcon was the only one 
offered with a two door sedan.. The Falcon line did not offer fastbacks or 
hardtops. Interestingly enough, this 197035 Falcon had seven engine choices 
up to an awesome 370 hp 429 cubic inch Cobra Jet Ram-Air V-8. The 1970} 
Falcon was a stop gap measure to hold the market until the Maverick was 
ready for production. Thus ended the U.S. Falcon line.

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Low Profile Spare Tire 


Do you need a little more room in your trunk? The 
room is especially tight in the 1963, 1964 and 1965 
Falcon convertibles. In these Falcon trunks the spare 
tire takes up a lot of room, since they can’t be placed 
under the back window like the hardtops and sedans. 

For Falcon owners with a V-8 and five lug wheels, 
there are some options for a low profile spare tire. The 
five lug V-8 Falcons have a four and one-half diameter 
bolt pattern. There are a few newer Fords that still use 
the five by four and one-quarter pattern. My wife owns 
a 2008 Taurus X wagon. 

The pictures below left show the Taurus X low 
profile spare on my grandson’s 1966 Falcon. We 
converted the 1966 Sports Coupe to disc brakes from 
a 1968 V-8 Falcon. The spare tire's 26% inch diameter 
from the Taurus X is very close to the diameter of the 
205/14 inch tires used on the 1966 Falcon. 





I bought a low profile five lug by four and 
one-half spare at a flea market. It is about 24 
inches in diameter. The pictures below on the 
right show it on my 1963 Falcon convertible. 

I am not sure what car this spare tire originally 
came from. 

This spare also clears the disc brakes on the 
front. I placed the tire in the trunk at the same 
position as the stock tire. Since this spare is 
thinner, it might fit under the convertible top 
well as on the hardtops and sedans. This would 
require some additional hardware to secure 
the spare. 

To save a little room in your Falcon trunk, 
check out your local “You Pull It."
